ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION. 
To the London Baptist Magazine forthe last month, we have a 
part of the jount Letter of the Missionaries at Calcutta, relative to 
the progress of their Mission. We gave a very brief sketch in our 
last, and pow present facts more in detail. The date of the Letter 
is September, lows. 

CALCUTTA.—Native Worsurr. 

We should feel exceedingly happy could we re- 
port numerous conversions, but at present that 
pleasure is denied us; vet scenes are sometimes 
(indeed, we might say often) witnessed, which en- 
courage our hearts and cheer our spirits, and which 
we are persuaded could not be beheld by our! 
friends in England without much interest, nor with- | 


out exciting them to pray afresh for divine influ- | 
ence, to bring them in who sometimes seem “ not 
far from the kingdom of God.” Within the last 
few weeks a pleasing change has taken place in 
the numbers who attend at two of the bungalows. 
They had some time ago been so small, as to be 
quite disheartening ; they are now much increas- 
ed, and our brethren are often heard with much at- | 
tention. Indeed, we have not now to complain of 
any thing like abuse; people listen in silence, or 
argue with much less virulence than formerly. In | 
fact, it is not uncommon for the preacher to have 
those among his hearers who will take up the cause 
of Christianity against their countrymen. The 
number present generally averages from 40 to 60, 
often considerably more, and rarely less. The gos- | 
pel is no novelty here, and hence it is peculiarly 
vratifving to observe the same persons often pres- 
ent. We meet occasionally with persous W ho ap- 
pear determined to examine for themselves, and to 
come tothe truth. An elderly Mussulman has bor- 
rowed and read all those parts of the Scriptures 
which have been hitherto published in Hindoos- 
tanee, and lias been at an expense of a hundred 
rupees to procure acopy of the Koran translated 
into Hindoostanee, for the purpose of comparing 
that with the Christian Scriptures. The confidence 
of numbers in Mahomet appears considerably shak- 
en, and some go so far as to say he was a craliy 
and had man, Still in these things we see but a 
sinall part of what we want; to be freed from su- 
perstition and prejudice in any degree, is well; but 
we want conversion to God. Men are often con- 
verted from one error to another, and seem as far 
distant from truth as before, and are less open to 
conviction, Such is the progress of many of our 
Hindoo hearers ; they leave idolatry, but, alas! em- 
brace intidelity. There are, however, a few who 
seem steady, and say they are convinced of the 
truth of Christianity ; and we sometimes hope that 
there is some good thing in them towards the God 
of Israel. But we are afraid to say much at pres- 
ent about thein. 


Native Church. 

With respect to the Native Church, we are sorry 
to report rather unfavourably. We have no in- 
stance of gross immorality to record, but a general 
coldness and indifference to the means of grace, 
whieh to these who have had chiefly to labour 
among them has been very discouraging. Some 
howeyer, to this general indifference 
occur, and particularly in the case of our Mussul- 
man brother, who was baptized in the Ganges 
about® four years ago, and whose conduct ever 
tince has been highly consistent with his profession. 

The teacher of the Newcastle female school has 
Iately visited brother W. H. Pearce several Sab- 
baths in succession, to inquire with apparent seri- 
ousness and interest, about the way of salvetion.— 
As he has been assured from the first, that he will 
gain no advantage from us by his profession, while 
he must suffer reproach from others, we cannot

Our brethren belonging to H. M. 59th, have a 
very comfortable room to meet in, and, besides ed- 
ifying services conducted by themselves, have two 
sermons a week; our Independent brethren going 
in on a Sabbath evening, and brother Robinson 
and Thomas one evening in every alternate week.

thick darkness! How strange, and yet how gra- 
fious are the ways of God!

of reading, “in their own” language, “the won- 
derful works of God.”

The highest class in the school, consisting of near- | 
ly thirty lads, were examined in figures, as fur as | 
fractions and decimals; they passed a very rigid | 
scrutiny in English Grammar and Syntax ; and an- | 
swered with the utmost readiness almost every | 
question put to them from Guy’s Geography. In| 
the Use of the Globes they displayed equal facility. | 


|The specimens of their English composition and | 


penmanship were highly creditable. Some of the | 
most advanced scholars repeated dialogues and ex- | 
tion so distinct and vigorous, as to convince the | 
spectators that they fully comprehended what | 
they had committed to memory. | 

“The next class, which consists of about twen-! 
ty-seven, is engaged in reading the Bible, iu study-| 
ing Murray’s English Grammar, and an Introduce- | 
tion to Geography ; the children have also attend | 
ed very diligently to the study of Bengalee. The 
class immediately below this, consisting of abot 
twenty-five, likewise reads in the Bible ; and is ex- 
ercised in Murray’s Abridgment of the Gramnar, | 
in parsing, and in writing, both on the slate anc on | 
China paper. 

“The two classes next in succession read ii the! 
New Testament, and pursue studies simila to 
those of the higher classes, though in a more ele- 
mentary form; while the remaining classes (seven 
in number) are employed on the alphabet, and in 
every gradation of spelling exercises. 

“The cheerful aspect of the children, ther eager- 
ness to display what they had attained, ther ready 
and satisfactory answers to those questiors which 
were within the range of their studies, evinced the 
assiduity with which their education had leen con- 
ducted, 

“The appearance of the children in the girls’ 
school, about a hundred children, dressed th the 
plainest but neatest manner, was highly gratifying. 
Those in the highest class, consisting of ebout thir- 
ty-five, read most fluently in the Bible, parsed sen- 
tences inthe grammar with great readiness, and 
produced specimens of penmanship in the highest | 
degree creditable. They repeated from memory, 
several pieces of English poetry, whieh had been 
selected? with much judgment by Mrs. Penney: 
the fluency with which these extracts were repeat- | 
ed, evinced the great pains which had been bestow- | 
ed on the children. The other classes of this de- | 
partinent are engaged in reading the Testament, | 
and in regelar succession, the spelling lessons, and | 
the alphabet. 

“ As regards their needle-work, the highest class | 
is employed in marking, knitting, and making gar- 
ments; the next in backstitehing and gathering; 
the next in seaming and inseaming, and the lowest 
in hemming. The table was covered with gar-| 
ments of their own making, which formed perhaps 
the most gratifying sight exhibited in the school.—

| EXEMPLARY TRIBE OF INDIANS. 
Inthe York Advocate (Upper Canada) we find * 
the evidence of a Rev. Mr. Ryerson before the par- 
Hliaunent of that province, on the subject of ap Indian 
petition, Which is curious for the account it gives of 
ia settlement of the Mississagau Indians on a_tract 
lof land called the Credit, probably on the river Mis- 
sissacau or Mississaque. Their number is about 
two hundred and thirty, settled iu a litle village, 
land increasing by the addition of savages from the 
|woods who are attracted by the obvious comfort 
and quiet of their condition to share their mode of 
life. They reside on a tract of land situated on the 
iriver, three miles and a halfin length and two miles 
wide, They live in cottages divided into two apart- 
ments, with a garret, and sometimes with the addi- 
tion of akitchen. In them are chairs, tables, bed- 
i steads, beds with curtains, and kitchen utensils com- 
nion among whites. There is a garden of half an 
acre allotted to each house, in some instances they 
have private enclosures of from two to four acres, 
and the village cultivate a field of sixty acres in 
icommon. They raise corn, potatoes, some wheat, 
and abundance of garden vegetables. According 
to the report of Mr..Ryerson they live together ia 
great socialitv and harmeny, are kinder to each 
other than the whites, and civil and hospitable to 
istrangers. They are sober too—erdent spirits by a 
solenin agreement are not permiited to be drunk in 
lthe village: and he who offends against this rule is 
looked upon as having violated the agreement, and 
|isexpelled from the village. There are two schools, 
‘one for the males and the other for the fumates, 
i with fifty children in each. There they are taught 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and out of school 
ithe children instruct the adults toread. Thus they 
lare daily improving in civilization. The object of 
he petition is to secure them from the intrusion 
of he whites, who fish in their streame, #0 ctGegy- 
our toteach the young Indians vw ow vat, drink whis- 
key, profane the Lord’s Day, and similar prac- 
tices—.Vew York Post.

A ROMAN CATHOLIC PRIEST CONFOUNDED. 
Some of the masters of the schools in Ireland, 
under the patronage of the Irish Society in Lon+ 
| don, are beginning to understand their civil rights, 
One of the masters, to whom several copies of the 
Irish Testament and other books were entrusted, 
had occasion to Jeave home on business. During 
his absence a Roman Catholic Priest and his coad- 
jutor called upon his wife, and requested perinis- 
sion to see the books entrusted to her care. The 
wife consented, and the priest then inquired whe- 
ther she had any objection to his taking them away ? 
She replied that she had; but the priest, neverthe- 
less, tied them up in his handkerchief, and put them 
jinto his pocket. Just at that juncture the master

AMERICAN RIBLE SOCIETY. 

Ata meeting held in Masonic Hall, New-York, June 
were subscril to aid the American Bible Society in 
work of supplying all the destitute in the United States 
Bilde in two years. The following particulars we copy trom th 
New-York Observer. 

Of the above-mentioned sum, Five Thousand dol- 
lars were subscribed by a single individual. ‘There 


were two subscriptions of 8500 each ; and several of 


$100, 850, &c.—From this it will be seen that tl 
eubseripuon has but just commence A. and as some 


of our wealthiest cit zens, who are warin friends of 


tho Bible Society, were not present at the meeting, 
we hope soon to be able to announce that the 
amount is doubled if uot quadrupled. 

The whole number of families in the United 
States, destitute of the Bible, we understand is 
800,000, and the sum requisiie to furnish this uum- 
ber of Bibles, is at the lowest calculation $500,000. 
If this sum were divided equally among the wiioie 
free p pulation of the country, it would give 
$10,000 as the portion of the city New-York ; 
but when it is remembered that there are large dis- 
tricis, embracing probably one half of the popula- 
tion of the United States, where little or uothing 
will be contributed, and especially when the supe- 
rior ability of our citizens, compared with the ii- 
habitants of the country generally, is taken into 
consideration, it will be obvious, that uniess the 
city of New-York contributes two or three times 
$10,000, her portion of the great work will not be 
accomplished. 

We understand that there are some persons 
among the friends of the Society who doubt wheth- 
er $500,000 can be raised for this object in two 
years. Wesee no reason for doubt, provided a 
vigerous effort is made. ‘The regular income of 
the Ainerican Bible Society is how nearly #150,000 
perannum. ‘This alone, will give in two years 
$300,000 ; and surely, if an extra effort is made in 
every part of the land, with the noble object in 
view of planting a Bible in every family, the ordi- 
nary contributious may be inereased seventy per 
cent.—The income of the British and Foreign Bi- 
ble Society for many years past has been about 
$400,000 per annum ; and this, be it remembered, 
has been derived chiefly trom the middling and 
lower classes of a population not much exceeding 
12,000,000. Cannot the people of the United 
States, who are equally numerous and equally able, 
accomplish by a great effort in two years, what 
their English brethren, without an effort, regularly 
do in fifileen months? They can. They will.

In May following, the General Court ordered three 
of them by name to remove out of their jurisdic 
tion, before July 20 then coming, under the penalty 
of being thrown into prison, there to remain, wit})- 
out bail, till they should give security to depart, ne 
ver toreturn.

In January, 1678, the Church resolved to build a 
place of worship in Boston. They proceeded with 
somuch caution in building, that it was not known 
for what purpose the house was erected, until it 
was completed, The Church met in it, for the first 
time, Feb. 15, 1679. Its location was near the late 
house, on Salem-street. In the next May, the Ge- 
neral Court passed a law, forbidding the erection 
of a house for public worship, except by license 
from government, on pain of forfeiting the land on 
which it stood.

Kurly History of this Church. 

March 28, 1665, this Church was first gathered 
in Charlestown, Mass. when four persous were bap- 
tized; ‘Thomas Gould, Thomas Osborne, Edward 
Drinker, Join George ; these united with five oth- 
ers, three males and two females, making the origi- 
nal number of the Church, nine. ‘The Church, for 
a season, worshipped on Noddle’s Island, Boston 
Harbour, supposed to be Ith 1668, which is reckoned 
as the time of its removal to Boston. 

Dr. Mather has asserted, that some of the first 
settlers in New-England were Baptists. The pro- 
bable reason why churches were not sooner gather- 
ed, was, the persecution which our fathers soon 
commenced iu this country. From the great num- 
ber of Baptists in Germany, Holland, &e. it might 
be reasonably expects ad that they, with other deno- 
ininations, would seek liberty of conscience in this 
new world. Ilere, however, they were not allow- 
ed by their Pedobaptist brethren to live in peace. 
“The rulers of the intant colony used every etfort 
to suppress them. Some they whipped ; some they 
fined; some they imprisoned; and some they ban- 
ished.” Roger Willams, the distinguished asser- 
ter of the rights of conscience and religious liberty, 

| was one of the first who had the honour of sutfer- 
ing for correct opinions on this subject, and for 
daring to publish them. 

The Baptists were then stigmatized as Anabap- 
tists, because they baptized those, on believing, 
who had been sprizkled in infaney.

request of this first Baptist Church, performed the 
principal services at the ordination of Mr. Elisha 
Callender, May 21, 1718; more than a century 
since. Dr. Cotton Mather preached the ordination 
sermon. Alluding to former persecutions, he made 
this concession—* If the brethren in whose house 
we are now convened, met with any thing too un- 
brotherly, they now with salistzetion hear us ex- 
pressing our dislike of every thing which looked 
like persecution in the days that have passed over 
us 1? 

Rev. Elisha Callender was the first Pastor of 
this Church who had received a Collegiate educa- 
tion. He died March 31, 1738, in the 20th vear of 
his ministry. ;

Their names were—Thomas Gould, Jolin Russi

55 feet in length and 38 in width, in the rear of the 
basement Story, is finished in a superior manner, 
and furnished with settees sufticient for 300 or 440 
persons. The floor of the house, which contains 
105 pews, is gained by an easy flight of stairs. 'T! 
pews are lined with crimson, and stuffed similar to 
a sofa, and furnished with carpets, cushions, book- 
racks, &c. The ends of the pews are furnished 
| with scroll arms, and the doors are several inches 
lower than the backs of the pews, so that they ap- 
pear like rows of sofas in perfect uniformity. 

The Pulpit is of mahogany, neatly finished, and 

surmounted by a large crimson silk damask cur- 
tain. fimmediately in front of the pulpit, and con- 
nected with it, is the Baptistry ; the top of which 
is even with that of the pews. It is so situated, 
that every person in the house may see the ordi- 
nance performed when seated in their pews.
